University 
buys land 
for faculty 
nousing

The university recently purchased a parcel of land 
which was formerly a California Youth Authority facility 
through University Enterprises, previously known as the 
‘CSUS Foundation, for $2.3 million. 

Located less than a mile away from campus at Ramona 
Avenue, south of Folsom Boulevard, President Alexander 
Gonzalez said the university plans to develop 25 acres of 

land into “a walkable housing and 
retail development with 500 hous- 
ing units for faculty and staff.” 

The reason for the development 
is to provide affordable housing in 
order to recruit and retain staff and 

oe faculty. 
“So i “As the area’s housing costs 
Py continue to rise, this project will be 
key to recruiting and retaining the 
top-notch faculty and staff that 
Sacramento State needs,” Gonzalez said. 

David Zuckerman, assistant professor with the depart- 
ment of communication studies, said he believes that the 
establishment of a “university village” will be beneficial 
for the university. 3 

“Yes, it will absolutely help with recruiting,” 
Zuckerman said. 

Zuckerman said that building a community for faculty 
and staff gives other instructors like himself an opportuni- 
ty to obtain property while paying off their own loans and 
supporting a family. He also believes that the development

An off-campus parking lot on Ramona Avenue, 
near Folsom Boulevard, will be accessible on Monday 
through Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 7 p.m. Cars will not 
be allowed to enter the lot after 2 p.m. 

A shuttle running from the parking lot to campus 
will be available to students. Transportation and 
Parking Services manager Nancy Fox said UTAPS 
will offer an incentive program for frequent users of 
the lot. Students and faculty are eligible for the incen- 
tive by parking in the Ramona lot and having their 
OneCard swiped when riding the shuttle back and forth 
from campus.

Students may be getting short changed in 
the classroom, says one member of the fac- 
ulty senate, and it has nothing to do with 
textbook prices. 

Of the 404 full-time professors at 
Sacramento State in 2004, 313 were white. 
According to the Sac State public affairs 
office, white students make up 44 percent of 
the student population, more than 30 percent 
less than the percentage of white faculty at 
the university. 

Those statistics, said Lila Jacobs, who 
represents the College of Education on the 
Faculty Senate Committee on Diversity and 
Equity, takes away 
from the overall learn- 
ing experience. 

“ People need to see 
professors that look 
like them and have had 
the same experiences 
as them,” said Jacobs. 
“And white students 
need multiple perspec- 
tives. 

“T think everyone 
wins from having a diverse campus.” 

After whites, Asians. are the second most 
represented group on campus. Asian faculty 
on campus is 8.9 percent while 17 percent 
of students are Asian or Pacific Islander. 
Hispanics follow with 6.1 percent of faculty 
and 14 percent of the student population. 
African Americans made up 4.1 percent of 
the faculty and six percent of the student 
body. 

Associated Students Inc. President Angel 
Barajas said that having more minority pro- 
fessors would expose students to different 
views in the classroom, 

Junior Claudia Ramos, a Chicano who is 
majoring in nursing, said that she’s had 
mostly white professors since she’s been at 
Sac State. 

“ I'd rather have more diverse professors 
for the simple fact that they’ ll have different 
ways of teaching depending on their back- 
ground,” Ramos said.

Long lines at Sacramento State 
are nothing new during the first few 
weeks of school, but they will be 
forming in a new location on cam- 
pus this semester — at the One Card 
Center. 

Though an e-mail was sent to the 
campus community’s Sac Link 
accounts more than three months 
ago, there are still about 10,000 
cards that need to be distributed, 
said David Proschold, a One Card 
system administrator. 

In compliance with a law enact- 
ed in July of last year, California’s 
SB25 privacy legislation, the One 
Card office began new card distri- 
bution in May. Complete with face- 
lift, these new cards will no longer 
be connected to student’s social 
security numbers. 

“Someone would have had to 
have been carrying a magnetic strip 
reader in their back pocket to access 
student information on the old 
cards,” Proschold said. 

“Tf a student swiped their card on 
campus the next person to use the 
same machine could not access their 
information. These new cards are 
just a precautionary measure.” 

And while the One Card Center 
looked like a ghost town Thursday 
afternoon, employees are expecting 
a lot more excitement when classes 
resume due to the large number of 
cards left to be dispersed. 

““We’ve hired 10 temps to assist

in handing out the cards but we only 


have extra staff to help for the first © 


two weeks of school,” said Gina 
Lombardo, with the One Card 
Office support services. 

Since the previous cards are no 
longer active as of June 11, students 
need to get to the One Card Center 
as soon as possible, Lombardo said. 

In order to print in campus com- 
puter labs, check out library books 
and ride Sacramento Regional 
Transit buses or the Hornet Shuttle, 
students must have the new card in 
hand. 

“All information and money on 
the previous card transfers to the new 
one,’ Lombardo said. ““We just need 
students to come and get them.” 

China McGee, an 18-year-old 
freshman, has been working at the 
One Card office for several weeks 
and doesn’t know how crazy things 
will get in the days ahead. 

“Things have been pretty laid 
back here so far. And I’m relaxed 
because I already have my new 
card,” McGee said. 

McGee wasted no time in pick- 
ing up her card after she was warned 
of possible long lines during a sum- 
mer orientation. “I knew I had to 
get one anyway so I thought I

should do it before school started.” 

One incentive for students to 
pick up the new One Card is $5 in 
printing cash that is placed in each 
student’s account at the start of a 
new semester, Lombardo said. 

“This money is for printing in 
computer labs only, not for coffee or 
snacks on campus,” she said. “And 
if you don’t use it, you lose it.” 

Students also receive a 4 cent 
discount when using a One Card at 
copy machines throughout campus, 
Lombardo said. 

To obtain the updated card, new 
students must fill out a one-page 
application and pay a $9 fee. 
Returning students receive the new 
card free of charge upon presenting 
their old card with the same picture. 

Semester stickers were not 
mailed out this semester and One 
Card holders can pick them up at the 
One Card Center behind Brighton 
Hall, the UTAPS office in Foley 
Hall, the ASI Business Office on the 
third floor of the University Union 
or at Student Financial Services on 
the first floor of Lassen Hall. 

The One Card Center will be 
open 8 a.m. to 7 p.m. during the first 
week of school.

Rhonda Rios-Kravitz, former 
chair of the Faculty Senate 
Committee on Diversity and 
Equity, said that the committee 
is looking at the structural and 
attitudinal issues of the hiring 
process of new faculty at Sac 
State. Jacobs said they look at 
issues of faculty diversity 
including retention and promo- 
tion. 

That goal has a catch, howev- 
er. It must be accomplished 
within the framework of an anti- 
affirmative action proposition 
* that passed in 1996. 

According to the California 
Secretary of State Web site, 
Proposition 209 “prohibits the 
state, local governments, dis- 
tricts, public universities, col- 
leges, and schools, and other 
government instrumentalities _ 
from discriminating against or 
giving preferential treatment to 
any individual or group in public 
employment, public education or 
public contracting on the basis 
of race, sex, color, ethnicity or 
national origin.” 

Jacobs said the diversity and 
equity committee is looking into 
inviting legal speakers to come 
to campus and talk about work- 
ing toward diversity within the 
proposition. 

The search committees that 
look for new faculty to hire are 
made up of mostly tenured fac- 
ulty who are mostly white, Rios- 
Kravitz said. 

“Private institutions like 
Columbia are even moving for- 
ward in hiring more diverse fac- 
ulty and the CSU is supposed to 
be the university of the people,” 
Jacobs said.

faculty members who were hired 
in the 1970s are now retiring and 
that not as many minority candi- 
dates are being hired to replace 
them.. 

According to the diversity 
and equity committee’s Web site, 
“based on federal equal opportu- 
nity and affirmative action 
guidelines, the committee 
reviews, develops and recom- 
mends to the Executive 
Committee révisions to existing 
goals, policies and procedures in 
accordance with the University 
non-discrimination policies.” 

The committee also prepares 
an annual report on equity and 
diversity that is presented to the 
Faculty Senate every spring 
semester. It is comprised of 
seven at-large faculty members, 


one faculty senator, one staff 


member, one student member 


and one affirmative action offi- 
cer. 

Barajas said he would be 
interested in seeing what the 
CODE committee is doing and 
how ASI can help get more 
minority professors at Sac State. 

“Our staff and our board of 
directors are pretty diverse, so 
we’ re setting a good example for 
the campus,” Barajas said.

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Labor Day traveling 


comes at a high cost

Los Angeles — Retail gas prices hit yet another 
record high over the past two weeks and could go even 
higher before the traditional post-Labor Day driving 
decline ends demands pressure, according to a nation- 
wide survey. 

While gas prices usually peak in August, any major 
disruption to oil production facilities in the Gulf of 
Mexico caused by Hurricane Katrina could keep 
prices high even longer. The storm was heading for 
New Orleans Sunday with 175-mph winds and a 
threat of a 28-foot storm surge. 

The average price for all three grades rose nearly 
13 cents to $2.65 in the two weeks ending Aug. 26, 
said Trilby Lundberg, who publishes the semimonthly 
Lundberg Survey of 7,000 gas stations around the 
country. The figures were not adjusted for inflation. 

That follows an increase of nearly 20 cents in the 
prior three weeks. Retail gas prices as measured by the 
survey have risen an average of 83 cents since early 
January. 

The price increases were similar to the hikes seen 
in crude oil prices over the same period. 

Although consumers have complained about the 
record gas prices, AAA expects a | percent increase in 
the number of Americans taking road trips over the 
upcoming Labor Day holiday weekend. 

That’s not as high an increase as in previous years 


in iarge part because of higher prices and an increase 
in the number of school systems that resume classes 
before the holiday. 

“This year, September demand might be a bigger 
falloff than usual because of the higher prices,” 
Lundberg said Sunday. | : 

The higher prices could curtail recreational boating 
and have already made air fares more expensive. 

On Santa Catalina Island, some 26 miles off the 
coast of Southern California, gasoline is even more 
expensive at the lone filling station because fuel has to 
be ferried from the mainland. 

The price of premium gas reached $4.03 last week, 
with unleaded regular selling for $3.96. 

Hawaii will begin enforcing the nation’s first-ever 
state ceiling on wholesale gas prices Thursday. In 
Honolulu, the caps will allow wholesalers to charge 
only as much as 28 cents more per gallon than the 
average mainland wholesale price. 

Gasoline prices could see the largest spikes 
because so many refineries in the region could be shut 
down by flooding, power outages, or both, energy ana- 
lysts said. 

According to the Lundberg survey, self-serve regu- 
lar averaged $2.65 a gallon nationwide. Midgrade was 
pegged at $2.72, with premium-grade was at $2.82. 

Among the stations included in the survey, the 
highest price for unleaded regular was in Chicago at 
$2.84. The best deal was in New Orleans at $2.45 a 
gallon. 





Professor lives student’s life

Phoenix — As a professor at 
Northern Arizona University, 
Cathy Small was baffled by under- 
graduates. They seemed less 
engaged, less likely to do assigned 
reading and more likely to ask 
questions like “Do you want it 
double-spaced?” 

So she decided to study them as 
anthropologists research any for- 
eign culture — she lived among 
them. 

After moving into a dorm, eat- 
ing cafeteria food and struggling 
with a five-course schedule, the 
50-something Small said she 
empathized with students who 
struggle to balance chaotic class 
and work schedules. 

“I’m trying to get really to what 
student culture is doing and tailor

my teaching,” said Small, who 
wrote a book on her research under 
the pseudonym Rebekah Nathan 
called “My Freshman Year: What a 
Professor Learned by Becoming a 
Student.” 

Small took a sabbatical and 
spent the 2002-2003 school year 
conducting her research. 

She told students what she was 
doing if they asked, but found that 
most of them didn’t, perhaps 
assuming she was just one of those 
who return to school at an older 
age. 

Small spent the first semester 
taking classes outside her field of 
expertise, trying to immerse her- 
self in student life. She didn’t go to 
her Flagstaff home and didn’t con- 
tact regular friends, trying to expe- 
rience the loneliness and other tra- 
vails of freshman life. | 

During her second semester, 


and focused on the research, which 
she published without identifying 
students or the university, although 
it eventually was outed by. the 
media. 

Small said she found that stu- 
dents downplayed publicly the 
effort they put into assigned read- 
ing or papers, but when inter- 
viewed, many said they were inter- 
ested in their course work. 

Small also said she found cur- 
rent undergraduates faced more 
pressure to pick a major that readi- 
ly translated into a job that could 
pay off student loans. Small said 
her generation wasn’t as career-ori- 
ented in college. 

“Tt was an era of anti-material- 
ism. It was kind of nerdy then to 
talk about > careers,” she saids 
“Now, different things are nerdy.” 
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"Before you can make a dream come true, 


you must first. have one.”

could help in retaining faculty. 

‘It’s not just hiring them, it’s 
retaining them,” Zuckerman said. 

“Because a lot of professors 
will take this job as their first job 
and realize it’s hard to live here 
and we lose a professor. We lose 
someone who knows our students 
and knows our town. So, the uni- 
versity loses.” 

The development will also fea- 
ture a daycare facility that will pro- 
vide childcare services for faculty 
and staff members. 

Zuckerman said he is grateful 
to have this kind of service. “That 
is a major issue,” he said, “because 
child care in Sacramento can cost as 
much as your rent per month.” 

Cristy Jensen, chair of the 
Faculty Senate and professor of 
public policy and administration, 
said she also believes that this proj- 
ect promises to be valuable. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
junior faculty to get into the hous-

ing market and of course helps to 
make it possible for us to attract 
and retain them as part of our fac- 
ulty here at Sac State,” Jensen said. 

“As we seek to strengthen our 
sense of community on campus, 
it’s exciting to imagine a universi- 
ty village with child care, trans- 
portation and shops so close.” 

Other campuses, have been 
developing the same kind of serv- 
ices for their faculty and staff, 
according to their Web sites. 
California State | University, 
Monterey Bay, currently has 53 
homeowners and 172 renters on 
their campus. University of 
California, Irvine, has established an 
on-campus residential community 
called “University Hills’ that 
includes 738 homes and 140 rental 
units in forms of condominiums, 
town homes, duplexes as well as 
stand-alone homes. 

Gonzalez said that the develop- 
ment of the university village could 
take three to four years to be com-

desktop computers at each table. 

“Our experience has been that often 
times several students want to gather 
around a single computer,” said Arthur 
Buntin, University Computing and 
Communications Services lab manager. 
“With the group tables there is room 
available for several students to gather 
around a single computer and work 
together.” 

The lab also has five smaller rooms 
within it furnished with scanners, mem- 
ory card readers and DVD burners. 

Scott McGown, manager of desktop 
services, said the entire ARC building is 
equipped for wireless Internet access and 
for wireless printing. 

“People can sit in any of the public 
seating areas on the first thru third floors 
and access the Internet using their lap- 
top,” McGown said.. “There are nice 
lounge-type chairs and tables.” 

The original plans for the ARC called 
for a 24-hour student computer lab, but 
McGown said when the university imple- 
mented a 24-hour computer lab several 
years ago they found that the costs far out- 
weighed the benefits for students. 

‘Each time a student logs into the 
system it gets recorded and then we get 
usage statistics,’ McGown said. “We 
never had enough usage to justify a 24- 
hour lab.” 

So instead, funds to maintain 24-hour 
service were redirected for more 
staffing, McGowan said. McGown said 
CCMS redirected the funds being used 
for the 24-hour lab to other areas to 
‘ensure that labs and adequate staff were 
available to students when they would 
actually be using them. 

In addition to the main lab, there are 
four discipline-specific computer labs 
located on the first floor of the ARC: 
One 42-station lab for the Business 
Administration Department, two 30-sta- 
tion labs for the Computer Science and 
Engineering Departments and a 72-sta- 
tion lab for the Nursing Department that 


is equipped for laptops. Discipline-spe-' 


cific labs are run by the individual

departments and will be utilized primari- 
ly for classroom instruction. 

Dave Hill, director of University 
Computing and Communications 
Services, said the first floor of the ARC 


is also equipped with two studio class- - 


rooms and three “origination spaces.” 

The origination spaces are small 
classrooms equipped to allow an instruc- 
tor to teach four or five students in the 
physical classroom and stream video 
over the Internet or through cable televi- 
sion. 

‘Having the students there allows the 
instructor to get visual feedback so they 
know what they are saying is being 
understood,” Hill said. 

Directly across the hall from the main 
computer lab in Room 2005 is the 
University Help Desk, which moved to 
the ARC from Sequoia Hall on July 25. 

Brad Grebitus, manager of the 
University Help Desk, says the move 
was “seamless” and the University Help 
Desk continued to provide all their nor- 
mal services during the move. Those 
services include: help with SacLink e- 
mail, Web CT, removal of spyware and 
viruses, SacNote, dial-up Internet servic- 
es, Casper, List Proc and wireless 
Internet access. 

Grebitus said the University Help 
Desk had approximately 10,000 visits to 
their counter during 2004. | 

“We expect the number of people 
utilizing the help desk to increase due to 
the lab across the hall,” Grebitus said. 

Hill said the University Help Desk 
has about five times more space than it 
had in its old location in Sequoia 322. 

“Because of the added space, we 
were able to set it up so we could serve 
multiple people at the same time,” 
Grebitus said. 

The third floor of the ARC houses the 
Faculty/Staff Resource Center, which 
features two faculty and staff training 
rooms equipped with computer worksta- 
tions, a smaller computer lab strictly for 
faculty and staff use, as well as rooms 
equipped with video-editing equipment 
to allow faculty and staff to transfer 
video from VHS to DVD. 3

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Allan Darrah, an assistant professor 
of anthropology, came to the FSRC last 
Monday seeking help accessing a Web 
site for a course he is teaching this fall. 

Though it was the first time Darrah 
had visited the ARC, he said “the facili- 
ties are fantastic.” 

Helping Darrah was Steve Faghih, an 
FSRC consultant, who said the new 
facilities were much nicer than their old 
location in Sequoia Hall. 

“Tt’s like night and day,” Faghih said. 
“My only complaint is that our office is 
in the middle of the building, away from 
the windows.” 

Hill said the ARC is also equipped 
with a new type of air-conditioning sys- 
tem. 

“The whole building has raised floors 
with little air-conditioning vents mount- 
ed in the floor,” Hill said. “Bodies are 
cooled from the floor, rather than from 
the ceiling. The system is designed to 
cool the people, not the space.” 

The original impetus for building the 
ARC, Hill said, was to bring together the 
university’s main telephone switch and 
the university’s main data center. Prior to 
their moves to the ARC, the telephone 
switch was located in the 
basement of Capistrano

was located on the third floor of Sequoia 
Hall. | 

“The telephone switch was in a pre- 
carious position due to the possibility of 
flooding, the data center didn’t have ade- 
quate room for personnel or to provide 
services and both didn’t have an ade- 
quate uninterrupted power supply,” Hill 
said. “They were in conditions that were 
rife for catastrophe.” 

McGown said the ARC was 
designed with the security of this tech- 
nology in mind, so the power and back- 
up power are housed on the fourth floor. 

‘Why that is important is for reasons 
of security,’ McGown said. “There is 
always the danger of flooding from rain- 
storms and the river nearby.” 

Ron Richardson, interim vice presi- 
dent of Facilities Management, said con- 
struction of the ARC cost $17.5 million 
and took nearly two years to complete. 
The ARC construction was funded 
mainly through Proposition 1A, an ini- 
tiative passed by California voters in 
1998 that provided $9.2 billion in bonds 
for educational facilities.

op culture is defined as contemporary lifestyle 

and items that are well known and generally

taught her. Until we accept the idea that 
sincerity lies on both sides of the political 
divide a substantive, coherent public dis- 
course will continue to be impossible.

Money management 
foreign to students 


s if the sudden combination of 
A esti changes, classes, jobs and 

esponsibilities isn’t enough, 
September says, “Welcome back to 
school” with an avalanche of expenses. 

Inflated costs of housing, books and 
everything in between are making college- 
age adults the fastest growing group of 
bankruptcy declarers in the country. 

Textbooks and school supplies alone 
now cost students up to $900 a year, 
according to a Government Accountability 
Office (GAO) survey released last month. 
The real school supplies like drugs, alco- 
hol and condoms aren’t cheap either. 

Of course, by the time we’re standing 
in line at the Hornet Bookstore or scouring 
websites, we’ve already felt the pain of 
tuition costs that have risen 240 percent, 
according to the GAO. 

So, do the book publishers take pity on 
us? Don’t be silly. Book prices have 
increased at twice the rate of inflation, 
although the Association of American 
Publishers insists they have students’ best 
interests at heart. 

They throw in CD’s and supposed help- 
ful supplements that happen to increase 
prices. They create those desperately need- 
ed new editions every year, making sure 
cheaper, used editions become obsolete. 
They’re just trying to help, while taking 
every penny we have. 

We can’t blame textbooks for all of our 
problems, though. According to 
www.jumpstartcoalition.org, a coalition 
for financial literacy, taking a course in 
money management for as little as 10 
hours can make a significant improvement 
in a young adult’s finances. Unfortunately, 
most high schools don’t require money 





management courses and many don’t even 
offer them. 

So, once we’ve been shipped off to col- 
lege, clueless and crossing our fingers, it’s up 
to us to stay afloat, and it’s not as easy as we 
thought. Somehow, despite working and try- 
ing to save, the bank account always looks 
the same, if not worse, and I’m guessing 
financial know-how isn’t going to magically 
dawn on us one day. 

Lucky for us, the Financial Services 
Department and University Media Services 
combined efforts to create Your Money 
Matters, a new Web site designed to give stu- 
dents the financial help they desperately 
need. 

The interactive site, located at 
www.csus.edu/sfsc-ymm/, offers assistance 
by shedding light on six main aspects of 
financial management, including student 
loans and establishing credit. 

There are also further resources available 
on the site, for the ambitious type, and a final 
quiz to test any newfound knowledge. Not 
only is the site as simplified as possible and 
available at students’ convenience, it also has 
colorful pictures! They know us too well.

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Group bringing heat 


to free speech

Philadelphia — When part-time 
college student Jihad Daniel 
received a campuswide e-mail invi- 
tation to see a movie about lesbians, 
he balked. 

“These are perversions,” he 
replied to the e-mail’s sender, ask- 
ing that he no longer be sent infor- 


mation about “Connie and Sally” or 


“Adam and Steve.” 

The next thing he knew, the 68- 
year-old student at William 
Paterson University in Wayne, N.J., 
was accused of violating the state 
school’s anti-discrimination policy. 

A letter of reprimand followed 
in June, describing his brief com- 
ments to the sender _ the head of the 
women’s studies program _ as 
“derogatory or demeaning.” 

He took his case to a 
Philadelphia organization that has 
become the go-to group for college 
students and professors of all stripes 
who believe their rights to free 
speech have been violated. 

Since 1999, the Foundation for 
Individual Rights in Education has 


battled pro bono for evangelicals 


and atheists, animal rights activists 
and campus conservatives, and oth- 
ers who say they have been silenced 


by school administrations because - 


of their points of view. 

The group filed a complaint with 
the university saying Daniel’s rights 
to free speech and due process had 
been violated. The New Jersey 
attorney general sided with the 
school, but the foundation said it

will fight to have the reprimand lift- 
ed. 

With 11 employees in 
Philadelphia and a network of 
dozens of volunteer attorneys 
nationwide, the foundation has 
grown from an organization that 
publicized student complaints to a 
resource for college communities. 

Foundation president David 
French said the group’s goal is to 
“transform the culture of education 
into one that respects free speech for 
everybody.” 

He said the foundation has suc- 
cessfully defended students, profes- 
sors and student newspapers in nearly 
100 cases _ at schools public and pri-

vate, small and large, urban and rural. 

Its most high-profile battles have 
been against campus speech codes. 

The co-founders of the founda- 
tion, best known by its acronym, 
FIRE, are Alan Charles Kors, a con- 
servative professor of history at the 
University of Pennsylvania, and 
Harvey A. Silverglate, a civil liber- 
ties attorney in Boston. 

They met as students at 
Princeton in the 1960s. Their organ- 
ization took shape as the result ‘of an 
incident at Penn in 1993 that became 
known as “the water buffalo case.” 

During the incident, a white stu- 
dent yelled from his dormitory win- 
dow to a group of black women who 
were making noise and interrupting 
his studying: “Shut up, you water 
buffalo. If you’ re looking for a party, 
there’s a zoo a mile from here.” 

The women charged the student, 
Eden Jacobowitz, with racial 
harassment under the university’s 
hate-speech policy. Jacobowitz 
insisted his comment was not racist 
and that the phrase “water buffalo” 
was a rough translation of a Hebrew 
word for “fool.” 

The women later dropped the 
charges and Jacobowitz settled. his 
lawsuit against the university with 
Penn admitting no wrongdoing. 

The case sparked national 
debate on political correctness on 
campus and prompted Penn. to 
change its student behavior policies. 
It also led Kors and Silverglate to 
establish FIRE a year later. 

In May, the foundation won a 

case on behalf of a student at 
Seminole Community College in 
Florida who was banned from dis- 
tributing pamphlets near a cafe 
about cruel practices in slaughter- 
houses. Other student groups were 
permitted to set up tables in the 
high-traffic spot. 
_ After months of correspondence 
with the foundation, the college 
relented and said it would revise its 
policy on free speech zones. 

“It’s good to know that people 
like FIRE are there to stand up for 
people’s free speech rights regard- 
less of what their views are,” said 
Freeman Wicklund, a college cam- 
paign coordinator for People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals,

New changes to the Hornet 
Bookstore are the result of the part- 
nership and ownership between 
University Enterprises Inc., formal- 
ly the California State University, 
Sacramento Foundation, and Follett 
Higher Education Group, a major 
bookstore company based out of 
Oak Brook, Ill. 

In June, a task force of 
University Enterprises board mem- 
bers and Sacramento State staff 
unanimously decided to partner up 
with Follett over other companies, 
such as Barnes & Noble. With 
Follett came $1 million for the tem- 
porary remodeling of the current 
Bookstore and the building of a new 
bookstore in the summer of 2007. 

Previously, students had to wait 
to reach the 15 checkout registers.

dent of University Enterprises. 

Follett’s bookstore advisory 
board will present new construction 
designs to University Enterprises 
this November. The cherry wood 
displays and register stands now 
seen in the current store will be 
transferred to the new building. The 
new building will act as a “congre- 
gation area for students to hang out, 
study and have fun,” said Mary 
Perry, vice president of marketing in 
the Western United States. The new 
bookstore will have wireless 
Internet connections for students 
with laptops.

Hornet volleyball has become the most victorious 
sports program at Sacramento State. The program has 
aced eight straight Big Sky conference championships 
and has not incurred a single home-court loss in Big 
Sky play since 1999. 

Much of the team’s success over the last decade 
has been because of the university’s longest tenured 
head coach, Debby Colberg. 

“Tt seems like I’ve been wanting to do this job since 
infancy,” Colberg said. “I was 
born a jock.” 

Over the last 29 seasons, 
Colberg has accumulated a 
record of 743-269, making her 
only the seventh active head 
coach to pass the 700 wins 
mark. She is also the sixth 
winningest active head coach in 
NCAA Division I. 

Colberg emerged as a jock at 
a time when there was literally 
nothing for female athletes. 

“There was not any opportunity for us women,” said 
Colberg, who went through high school without 
playing any organized sports. 

“The first year I came to Sac State (as a freshman 
in 1966) was the first year they offered intercollegiate 
sports for women,” Colberg said. “We wore PE. 
clothes for uniforms.” 

Colberg had never played volleyball until her 
freshman year of college. 

“When I got to college I wanted to do it all,” she 
said. 

Born and raised in Sacramento, Colberg stayed in 
the area to teach and coach. She started at Churchill 
Intermediate School in the San Juan Unified School 
District. Her first opportunity to blow a whistle came in 
1975 at Rio Americano High School. |

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Men’s soccer 
hopes to see 
youth prevail

When the men’s soccer season begins Thursday at 
Saint Mary’s, it may mark more than just the start of an- 
other season of hopes for Sacramento State. It may mark 
the return of Hornet soccer to its winning ways. 

Last season, the Homets finished third in the Mountain 
Pacific Sports Federation with a 5-7 record, 6-12-1 over- 
all. 

So, what has changed since last season to account for 
the optimism? 

For the most part, nothing. 

Despite a lack of seniors on this year’s squad — there 
are only three — the team does feature eight returning 
starters and 13 letter winners from last season, including 
MPSF second-team senior goalie Matt McDougall, who 
last year started all 19 games and often kept the Hornets 
in contention with a stingy 1.74 goals against average. 

Other key members returning this season will be jun- 
ior Ryan Rhoads, who led the team with eight goals, and 
senior Ricky Rodriguez, the team’s leading assist man 
last season. Also, junior Eric Ortiz has looked to be- 
come a scoring threat with two goals in the team’s two ex- 
hibition matches this season. 

One major change this season, however, is the number 
of freshmen on the squad. 

“We have an interesting group of guys,” said head 
coach Mike Linenberger. “We’re loaded with juniors 
and we’ ve added eight freshmen this season.” 

Included in that group of freshmen is a big defender out 
of Sierra Madre’s St. Francis High School. Jeff Bud- 
denbohn, who is the first high school All-American to 
sign with the Hornets and was recently named one of the 
“Top 100 freshmen to keep an eye on” by College Sports 
News, will bring his physical play and soft kicking touch 
to the squad. 

While the Hornets seem built for next season, the 
coaching staff feels that they can compete now in addition 
to building a strong program for the future. 

“Tf things fall into place and some things go our way, 
I expect to compete for a league championship with New 
Mexico and Denver,” Linenberger said. 

Key home games for the Hornets to make a run at the 
regular season title this year include Causeway rival UC 
Davis on Oct. 2 in a non-conference match, a highly- 
touted Denver team on Oct. 21, and league favorite New 
Mexico — ranked seventh in the national preseason poll by 
Soccer America — on Nov. 6.

Prior to Sacramento State taking the field Saturday 
against No. 19-ranked UC Berkeley, the biggest decision 
head coach Steve Mooshagian will have to make is 
who his starting quarterback will be. 

In Mooshagian’s first two years in Sacramento, he 
didn’t have to make that decision — it was Ryan Lead- 
ingham’s job. Leadingham, the school leader in career 
passing yards with 8,376 and he also threw for 50 touch- 
downs, was the Hornets’ starting signal caller for most 
of his four seasons 

So who will Mooshagian put his faith behind? As of 
now, he is still unsure which guy — or guys — it will be. 

“We are planning on at least two quarterbacks against 
both Cal and Cal Poly,” Mooshagian said. “I won’t say 
who those guys will be, but we have a little bit of an 
idea.” 

Mooshagian and the rest of the offensive staff have 
had a close look at five different candidates for the job 
this year. 

Out of the five, senior Brad Tredway is the only one 
to appear in a game for the Hornets. He played in four 
games last season and threw one touchdown in last sea- 
son’s opener at Nevada. The other returning candidate 
is sophomore Crosby Wehr, who was the third-string 
quarterback last year. He didn’t play a down in 2004.

e offensive coordinator was irate. Sitting in 
the coaches’ booth high above the football 
field, Jeff Tedford bellowed into his headset, 

demanding answers from his receivers coach. 

With his team backed up against its own goal 
line in the 1992 season opener against Utah, Fresno 
State head coach Jim Sweeney had changed 
Tedford’s play. 

“What did he call?” Tedford shouted to Steve 
Mooshagian through his headset. 

“Tm not going to tell you, because I don’t want 
you to go crazy,” Mooshagian retorted. 

Tedford: “You gotta tell me, what’s the God 
damn play?” 

“Then he sees us line up,” Mooshagian recalls, 
“and he goes, “He didn’t call double pass, did he?’ I 
said, “Yep.’And as soon as he said, “You’ve got to

be kidding me,’ (the play) goes 95 yards for a 
touchdown. 

“We used to throw the ball out of our end zone 
all the time,” said Mooshagian, entering his third 
year as Sacramento State’s head coach. “Coach 
Sweeney taught us both that when you’re near, 
you're far, and when you’re far, you’re near.” 

Ten years later in Berkeley, Tedford found 
himself very far. 

Far from respectability, inheriting a UC Berkeley 
team that went 1-10 in 2001. Far from expectations, 
toting an underachieving quarterback named Kyle 
Boller whose arm was wilder than his new head 
coach’s expectations of him. And, against Baylor in 
his head coaching debut, far from the goal line, with 
the Golden Bears sitting on their own 29-yard line 
after the opening kickoff. 

So Tedford reached into his old boss’s playbook 
and called double pass. 

Seventy-one yards later, Berkeley had embarked

Amey, who set every major receiving record while 
at Sac State from 2001-04, is competing for one of the 
final receiver spots on the 49ers’ roster. 


The 5-foot-10 receiver made his only catch of the - 


game on 2nd-and-10 with San Francisco on the Ten- 
nessee Titans’ 33-yard line. He ran an out route, caught 
the ball several yards short 
of the first-down marker 
and warded off his defend- 
er for the first down. He 
also made a key block to 
spring running back Mau- 
rice Hicks on the game- 
winning drive. 

Amey, who has also 
been a force on the team’s 
special teams unit this pre- 
season, averaged 29.5 yards 
on two kickoff returns. 
They were his first returns 
of the preseason. He totaled 
71 yards on the night. 

In three games, Amey 
has caught three passes for 33 yards. Last week at Den- 
ver, he made two catches for 21 yards. In San Francis- 
Co’s preseason opener against the Raiders, Amey re- 
covered a fumble on the punt coverage team. 

Amey has been playing in the second half at the 
receiver position and on special teams.

> Three time Super Bowl champion Lonie Paxton 
(1999 graduate) returns as the long snapper for the New 
England Patriots.

> Daimon Shelton (1996 graduate) returns for his 
second season with the Buffalo Bills as the team’s start- 
ing fullback.

Heading into the 2005 season, the Sacramento State 
football team will be looking for their first winning season 
since 2000 when they finished with a7-4 overall record. That 
2000 season was also the first and only time the Homets fin- 
ished with a winning record in Big Sky Conference play. 

Head coach Steve Mooshagian is entering his third year 
and will try to improve on his five combined wins over 
two seasons. Of those five wins, none was bigger than the 
last, which was a 38-28 upset victory over then No, 22- 
ranked Montana State last November. | 

Former Hornet wide receiver Fred Arigy called that 


game the biggest win for the program in his four years in — 


Sacramento, and Mooshagian has seen a difference in his 
players’ confidence and work ethic compared to last season. 

“Beating a ranked opponent like we did has given us a 
sense around here that we can accomplish much more than 


we have in my two previous years as coach,” Mooshagian 


said.

A big adjustment for Mooshagian will be replacing 
two of the most productive offensive players in the school’s 
history. Amey, who now is trying to make the 49ers’ roster, 
was a three-time all-Big Sky performer and the record hold- 
er for nearly every receiving mark in school history. The team 
is also trying to replace quarterback Ryan Leadingham, a four- 
year starter who passed for more yards than anybody in 
Sac State history. 

The Hornets will try to offset the losses of those two with 
many retuming starters at the other nine offensive positions. 


- Sophomore running back Ryan Mole should be featured 


touchdowns in just eight games last season. Mole will have 
the same five linemen blocking for him as he had last year 
(Travis Johnson, Jake Kellom, Jason Karnes, Dustin Ni- 
colodi and Chris Samuels) and the same tight end in senior 
McRuben Fleurinord. 

Mooshagian said he has also been impressed by trans- 
fer tight end Tommy Briggs, whom he expects to play a lot 
alongside of Fleurinord. 

On the defensive side of the ball, second-year defensive 
coordinator Tim Skipper will have many of the same starters 
to work with as he did last season. Senior linebacker and team 
captain Matt Logue and senior defensive end Jacob Hous- 
ton were both named second team all-Big Sky in 2004, and 
they will be the focus of the team’s defense. Logue was 
second on the team in tackles last year and Houston finished 
second in the league in sacks with 10.

on a three-year transformation that has 
the program ranked No. 19 by the 
Associated Press heading into its season 
opener at 2 p.m. Saturday against the 
Hornets. 

At Berkeley, Tedford has added 
Boller and Aaron Rodgers to his long list 
of quarterback prodigies. He’s been 
courted for coaching positions in the 
NFL and other top collegiate programs, 
but has stayed in Berkeley to further the 
growth. 

If there’s one man who truly 
understands the method to Tedford’s 
offensive genius, he’ll be standing on the 
opposing sideline Saturday, working his 
own brain to stump a friend and shock a 
college football nation. 

_Mooshagian knows Berkeley’s head 
man well beyond X’s andO’s. 

He knows that Tedford slept in the 
office of his brother’s warehouse while 
attending Cerritos Junior College in 
Southern California. He knows that 
Tedford currently sleeps in his office at 
Cal, but these days it’s more out of 
paranoia than necessity. 

He knows that Tedford came to 
football practice at Cerritos in a beat up 
truck. He knows that Tedford showered 
in the community college’s bathroom. 

Before starring together as teammates 


at Cerritos — Tedford at quarterback and 


Mooshagian at receiver — the two 
competed against each other at rival high 
schools in Downey, Calif., where 
Mooshagian, a 1977 graduate from 


Downey High, drove a 1968 Mustang to 
-campus. 


“He was a cocky rich kid from the | 
other side of town,” said Tedford, who 
graduated in 1979 from Warren High. 
“He always had nice things, and I didn’t 
have anything, really. But he was always 
very generous.” 

The two pals and teammates went on 
to play together at Fresnio State, where 
Tedford earned honorable mention All- 
American honors at quarterback before 


playing in the Canadian Football League. 


Mooshagian played shortly for the Los 
Angeles Express of the USFL after 
college, before returning to Fresno State 
as a receivers coach. 

Tedford would soon join Mooshagian 
on the Fresno State coaching staff, first 
as a quarterbacks coach and then as 
offensive coordinator. The two studied 
the game together, exchanged offensive 
philosophies and eventually left 
Sweeney’s program to become offensive 
coordinators elsewhere — Tedford at 
Oregon and Mooshagian at Nevada and 
then Pittsburgh. 

“They’ll do everything they have to 
do (to win),” said Tim Skipper, who 


played under Tedford at Fresno State and 


currently serves as Mooshagian’s 
defensive coordinator. “Stay up late at 
night, come in early. And they both work 
hard to get the best out of their guys.” 

In 2002, Tedford would get his first 
crack at collegiate head coaching shot in 
Berkeley. A year later, Mooshagian got 
his at Sac State. 

Knowing what he knows now, 
Mooshagian said he wouldn’t have 
accepted the Sac State position. 

“Tf I would have been offered this job 
under the same terms again,” he said. 
“You know, if this were two years ago, I 
wouldn’t take it. Not being able to hire 
your own coaching staff, not being able 
to hire your own trainer, equipment 
manager, strength coach. Not being able 
to have your own recruiting class. You 
just kind of inherited everything for a 
year. And we have a lot of coaches who 
were coaching for nothing for sixth 
months. They weren’t getting paid. 

“But I’m here. I’m loving it. ’m 
living my dream.” 

A dream that now involves coaching 
his own son, Bobby, a freshman wide 
receiver. 

Mooshagian says coaching salaries 
and facilities have improved at Sac State 
over his three years, with the help of 
athletic director Terry Wanless and 
President Alexander Gonzalez. However, 
he dreams of a day when he doesn’t have 


to deal with the tedious tasks of mid- 
major college coaching, such as finding 
cleats for a transfer quarterback or 
swatting at flies in his office. But while 
it’s Tedford who currently lives the 
coaching high life, Mooshagian is quick 
to remind his old friend of days when the 
tables were turned. 

“Donna, his wife, used to pack him 
his lunch every day,’ Mooshagian said, 
referring to the two coaches’ days in 
Fresno. “And she would give him just 
one piece of cheese with two pieces of 
bread, so it was just a cheese sandwich. 

‘When he went to Oregon, I called 
him and asked him, ‘Now that you’re 
making more money, is Donna giving 
you bologna?’ And then I'll ask him next 
time, ‘Are you getting two pieces of | 
cheese on your sandwich?’ ” 

When the two meet at midfield on 
Saturday, Tedford expects to hear more 
tales derived from 30 years of friendship. 

“See the things that he remembers?” 
Tedford said. “He knows what kind of 
sandwiches I was eating. He’s a jokester, 
he remembers a lot of little things. 

“He’s full of it.”

Drag-Net targets street racers

Sacramento area law enforcement 
will take a more active role in the pre- 
vention of illegal street racing, thanks to 
new training received as part of a new 
program known as “Drag-Net.” 

The statewide program, funded by a 
$5 million federal grant that the state 
received in August, is targeted at: stop- 
ping illegal street races, such as the one 
that killed a Woodland woman in June. 

Kimberly Wheeler, 40, was killed on 
Del Paso Road when a 19-year-old street 
racer crashed into her car. The racer was 
going between 80 and 90 mph on a road 
with a 45 mph speed limit, according to 
an article in The Sacramento Bee. 

The Office of Traffic Safety is look- 
ing to prevent such incidents from hap- 
pening again by pulling illegally modi- 
fied cars off the road. 

Illegal modifications include the 
removal of a car’s catalytic converter or 
the installation of a nitrous oxide system. 

“Nitrous oxide is like steroids for 
vehicles,” said Mike Marando, 
spokesman for the project at OTS. “They 
become lethal weapons.” 

In order to recognize illegally modi- 
fied cars, the Bureau of Automotive 
Repair is giving law enforcement hands- 
on training on actual cars. 

“We show them what a normal cat- 
alytic converter looks like versus one 
that has been removed,” said Alan 
Coppage, the Drag-Net coordinator at 
BAR. 

Other things officers are trained to 
look for are illegal turbo chargers, as

well as legal modifications such as a 
modified muffler, or aftermarket parts 
with executive order numbers that certify 
the part has been approved by the Air 
Resources Board. Most of the changes 
officers look for can affect how much 
emissions come from a vehicle. 

“When identified, illegally modified 
vehicles are brought back into compli- 
ance, and the emissions reductions can 
be significant,” said Coppage. 

Officers who inspect a vehicle on site 
will look to see if an after market part is 
legal. They will also look to see whether 
or not the catalytic converter on a car 
that requires one, has been removed. 
Any car caught with illegal modifica- 
tions will be cited. 

In order to clear the ticket, the cited 
driver must see a BAR referee. If the ref- 
eree determines that the vehicle is com- 
pliant with emissions standards, the driv- 
er is free to pay off the ticket. If the ref- 
eree determines that the vehicle is not 
compliant, the driver must fix the prob- 
lem before bringing it back to the refer- 
Ge: 

Citations are not only issued for par- 
ticipating in illegal street races, but also 
for being a spectator at an illegal street 
race. 

Some students worry that people will 
be pulled over for simply having a modi- 
fied muffler, a legal modification that 


changes the sound of the car. 

‘An officer has to have probable 
cause before pulling someone over,” said 
Coppage. If a vehicle is speeding or has 
an exhaust that is easily discernable as 
being louder than 95 decibels an officer 
has probable cause to pull that vehicle 
over. Even so, students are not con- 
vinced. 

“Every circumstance would be differ- 
ent,” said Carina Bell, a senior in 
Spanish and ethnic studies. 

“It wouldn’t be fair to pull everyone 
over,” said Chu Moua, a student at 
American River College. “People would 
get annoyed.” 

Still, some people are optimistic. 

“Tt might not work,” said Mike 
Newton, a staff member at Sac State. 
“But they kind of need to send a mes- 
sage about street racing. I can see both 
sides of the coin.” 

“T think the new restrictions may help 
curb street racing, to some degree,” said 


- Sac State student Brian Berry; a senior in 


Asian studies. 

Even when the program takes effect 
in October, there will still be people who 
want to race. To satisfy this demand,

while working as a crossing guard and to even 
Lieutenant Jim Dangle. 

And in contrast to Garcia, Jones is the calm- 
ing voice of reason.

“SpongeBob SquarePants,” “Spyro the Dragon” 
and he is also the voice behind the Taco Bell 
Chihuahua. ; 

“Tt’s all theater of the mind,” Alazraqui said. 
“You don’t keep it so literal. ... Comics, we 
make it up in our heads, all the time. We see the 
picture. We paint the picture.” | 

Voice work and sketch comedy are a natural 
progression for Alazraqui, who has been 
involved in standup comedy since 1983. 

While studying recreation administration at 
Sac State, Alazraqui was originally goaded into 
comedy by one of his instructors. At Harry’s Bar 
& Grill, he fought through nervousness to place 
third in his first comedy competition. He contin- 
ued to work on stage while pursuing jobs related 
to his field of study until 1990, when he dove 
headfirst into stand up.
